This  preliminary  self- 
examination  will  give  you  something  definite 
for  your  conference  with  the  advisor.  Avoid 
making  your  course  too  narrow.  The  aim  of  the 
first  year  is  to  give  each  individual  a  balanced 
distribution  amoung  the  various  fields  of  thought. 
Such  a  course  will  contribute  most  to  your  future 
appreciation  and  happiness.

or  requirements  will  prove  burdensome.  The  act  of 
registration  is  ^a  voluntary  agreement  on  the  part  of 
the  student  to  abide  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of

All  students  are  expected  to  conform  to  those 
social  and  ethical  standards  which  govern  the  best 
men  and  women  every?diere.  The  rights  of  others  are 
to  be  respected -a-t  all  times. 

All  duly  announced  regulations,  wherever  made, 
are  as  binding  as  if  printed  in  the  hand-book. 

Students  are  expected  to  register  and  make 
settlement  of  their  bills  immediately  upon  arrival.

THE  LSGEI^^D  OF  TEE   TO  'TREES 

Tennessee  Wesleyan  College  is  rich  in  traditions 
and  nothing  illustrates  better  the  heritage  that  is 
hers  than  the  legend  of  the  tvTO  trees  pictured  on 
the  cover  of  this  hand-book.  These  two  5  a  hackberry 
and  an  oak,  no^  approximately  170  years  old,  stand 
near  the  sidewalk  just  north  of  Ritter  Hall.  Here 
in  brief  is  the  story  as  it  was  handed  down  by  the 
Indiana, 

Soon  aftei^  the  battle  of  King's  Mountain,  about 
1780,  a  hunting  party  of  Cherokees  found  a  young 
English  officer  vroimded  and  almost  dead  not  far 
frpn  their  village  near  the  present  site  of  Loudon. 
The  Indians  being  friendly  to  the  British  brought 
the  soldier  to  their  chief  Atta-Kulla-Kulla ,  vrho 
had  hin  carried  to  his  o'^m  wigvjan.  Here  he  v/as 
nursed  back  to  health  by  the  tender  care  of 
No-ca-too— la  Coo-i?re— na,  vrhich  means  "S^Jin  shining 
on  devr  drops" ,  the  beautiful  daughter  of  the 
chief.  After  his  recovery  the  young  soldier* s 
chief  delight  T7as  in  his  daily  association  with 
the  Indian  maiden  and  soon  their  friendship 
developed  naturally  into  mutual  love. 

After  many  moons  the  old  chief, moved  by  the 
young  Soldier* s  sincerity  and  devotion,  consented 
to  his  adoption  into  the  tribe  and  gave  the  couple 
his  blessing.  The  soldier  Yias   given  the  name 
Con-ne-sto-ga,  "The  Oak",  and  rras  received  in  the 
council  circle.  A  neTr  wigwam  vras  built  and  the 
tuo  were  happily  married  according  to  the  Indian 
custom. 

Late  in  the  following  autumn  the  tribe  moved 
¥7Gstn-ard  in  a  leisurely  hunt  finally  camping  at  the 
big  springs  on  the  viest   of  the  Eastanalle,  from 
which  the  city  of  Athens  noi?7  obtains  its  i;7ater. 

Then,  one  never  to  be  forgotten  morning,

Here  V7hile  creeping  toi^ard  the  gane 
Connestoga  was   attacked  fron  behiiid  by  a  young 
warrior  J  an  unsuccessful  rival  for  the  hand  of 
Nocatoola,  who  sprang  upon  him  and  plunged  a 
knife  into  his  neck.  Turning,  Connestoga  raised 
his  rifle  and  fired  at  the  fleeing  brave  whose 
death  shriek  rang  out  with  the  report  of  the  gun. 

In  a  Very  short  tine  Nocatoola  was  at  her 
lover's  side  and  as  the  life  breath  ebbed  fron 
her  loved  one  and  with  the  words  "I  cannot,  I 
will  not  live  without  hin"  she  plunged  the 
knife  into  her  own  boson. 

According  to  Indian  custom  the  bodies  were 
not  dist'Orbed  and  before  the  earth  covering  was 
applied,  the  grief  stricken  old  chief  placed  in 
the  right  hand  of  each  a  seed- — in  Connestoga' s  an 
acorn,  in  Nocatoola' s  a  hackberry.
